RESULT OF MEETING TO CONSID-
ER OUR FOREIGN POLICY,

The Assemblage With Surprising
Unanimity Goes Upon Record Un-
mistakably In Favor of the Policy
of Expansion—The Mugwump Ele-
ment of the Gathering Buried by
an Overwhelming Majority.

Saratogn, Aug. 2L—Contrary to il
expectations but by a unanimity w hich
was for that reason the more signific-
ant, the Baratoga conference called to
conglder questions affecting the future
of the foreign policy of the Unlted
States cloged jast night, after having
pone on record unmistakably in favor
of the policy of expaunsion, The vie-
tory of the expansionists in debate and
in numerien] strongth was 8o overs
whelming thut the Mugwump element
which had called the conference hoping
Lo use It a8 o weapon agalnst the ace
quigition of additional territory gave
up the struggle and gllently acquicsced
in the will of the majority. The resolu-
tions adopted without a dissenting vote

Everything that human  Ingenulty

combined council of those who have
had u Hfe long experience in the feld.

That eome men have been neslecoted
on transports coming home there s
